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Every war brings new inventions and secret weapons; one 
of the first developed in this war was the Seabees and their 
Bulldozers. Personnel for the Construction Battalions was 
recruited from the ranks of America’s Construction Industry, 
men up to fifty years old with years of construction exper¬ 
ience behind them enlisted and were furnished with the finest 
machinery that the world has ever known. These men were giv- 
en a short, Intensive course of military training under the 
direction, in most cases, of the Karines. 

Shortly after war was declared, the Geabees scattered 
all over the world building camps, docks, navy yards, landing 
strips, submarine bases, tank farms, and all the myriad of 
facilities that it takes to carry on a modern war. The speed 
with which these assignments were completed astounded the en¬ 
emy, and even surpassed the highest expectations of many of 
our own high military authorities. In many cases this work 
was carried on under shell fire and bombing, and always when 
the terrain was extremely difficult. 

The lowly "C.B." or confused "B’s" as we were termed at 
boot camp now became the talk of the armed forces. The Lotto 
of ’’Can bo" and "Know How" rang around the world, and the 
Geabee emblem that at first was hesitantly worn now became a 
proud emblem to display. 

This detachment of C. 3. 1011, second section, was formed 
from those Geabees who had been in all corners of the world. 
Hen from fifty-seven different units were represented here. 

At first there were many longing for their old buddies and 
many remarks about "7/e didn't do it that way in our outfit", 
but soon their small dissatisfactions passed away and we be¬ 
came a well knit unit with a spirit of loyalty to "1011" 
which has made a good name for us on this base. I, as your 
Cfficer-in-Charge, wish to express my appreciation for the 
fine spirit of cooperation that has made my tour of duty 
here a happy one, and one in which I take great pride. 

One of the proudest moments in my life was when a U. S. 
/Army Colonel at a review said over the public address system, 
"That is the way to march, fellows, Chest Cut', Heads Up I' If 
I were a Geabee, I would do the same thing. 

The job has been well done! Carry On!

When the present C.B.Detachment #1011 replaced 
the old unit,Addie,Amore 11a,Alex and Minschall 
were installed in the Supply Warehouse as the 
Board of Directors. They immediately went to 
work with brooms and swabs.. .scrapers and paint 
brushes and cleaned house. What was once a buil¬ 
ding full of unopened crates and boxes,soon be¬ 
came a model hardware shop. 

Minschall was the first one to leave,being tran¬ 
sferred to thu west coast for further duty over¬ 
seas . Amorella then assumed the responsibilty of 
driving the Supply truck,for which he received 
the Safe Driving award given by the base. 

Then came V-J day and the point plan...Addie and 
Amorella became Civilians first class. This left 
Alex of the original quartet. Danny Lloyd and 
Fred Cotney were then installed as a new Board of 
Directors,both of them doing a swell job. 

After working hours,the warehouse became an un¬ 
official club-house in which card games,darts 
and fish frys were hold with Alex serving as host. 
Most of the men who dined(but not wined)there, 
link the name of Alex,with that of Oscar of the 
Waldorf,and Mike of the Greasy Spoon. The Filet 
of Snapper,and the light golden toasted cheese 
sandwiches were a connoisseurs delight. 

The Supply Department under the able supervision 
of Mr.Do11,has functioned like a well oiled mach¬ 
ine. It has always been a source of satisfaction 
to the men working in the warehouse to be able to 
take care of any request asked of them.

The Welfare & Recreation Hall for C.B.Detachment #1011 
was completed and set up on June 1st•1945. With the aid 
of Base Welfare and Recreation it was stocked with two 
pool tables,one ping-pong table and the necessary gear 
for other recreational purposes. 

The first athletic event that C.B.1011 entered was the 
double elimination Base Basketball Championship. After 
three hard fought games,the Seabees were eliminated. 

The unit then started a softball league,and in spite of 
the fact that our work gave the men no time to pract¬ 
ice,became the runner up for the Base Championship,ag¬ 
ainst a personnel of roughly 17,000 men,with our unit 
having only 250 men to choose from. We were defeated in 
the play-off by the l8th.Army Engineers,a team that had 
been playing together for over two years * We are not 
making any excuses for the above statement for our loss 
but the spirit of the team as shown in the games play¬ 
ed made C.B.1011 well known all over the base. 

In the July 4th.Alligator Sweepstakes,our boys won two 
of the three contests they entered,namely the rubber 
boat and water mellon eating contest,and lost(those 
fellows are in our hair again)in a tug of war to the 
l8th.Army Engineers. 

We then formed a baseball team and played ten games 
at Jaycee Field,Winning eight and losing two. Both 
losses were to the Vero .beach Marines. We finally got 
even with the iSth.Army Migineers by trimming them 
two straight games. 

On the 21st.of August.o.1011 held a dance at the 
American Legion ball in i*ort Pierce. A large attend¬ 
ance, including our own C.O. danced to the music of 
the U.S.N.A.T.B. dance band. Everyone present agreed 
it was one of the best dances of the year. Free 'Cokes' 
and hot dogs was just one of the highlights of the eve¬ 
ning. 

The fighting spirit shown by C.B.1011 against all comp¬ 
etition gained them a deputation as athletes as well as 
builders.
